He told us, 
some eight weeks ago, that 
the ensuing eighty days would 
cover a period of grave crisis. 

And he was not far wrong about 
that! Now he believes that we 
are “approaching the breathless 
moment when, if Russia can hold 
on to her present positions for a 
jew more weeks (my italics) the 
balance will begin to swing in our 
direction.” 

Lyttelton seems to be doing weil 
at the Ministry of Production. He 
has given the country an encour- 
aging—and much needed—survey 
of, and tribute to, Britain's war 
effort 

But who can pretend there is 


anything definite about that 
terrible Russian “if”? 
Roosevelt and Churchill, most 


men in the street and, definitely, 
this particular “Man o’ the 
People” are confident the Red 
Armies will hold a fighting front 
against any and all attack. 

But as to holding “their pre- 
sent positions,” when the enemy

HE Russians’ “ breathless 
T omen: ” has already 
lasted through a seeming 
of death and deathless 
They have been hoping 
through it all for news of that 
Second Front we have promised 

to open somewhere in Europe. 
But the hope has been continu- 


ally deterred and the day when 
“the gathering forces of the 
greatest alliance the world has 


ever seen are going to give us the 
first evidences of victory ” cannot 
come a moment too soon for them 
—or for us 

It would be a shameful thing 
if the people of this country were 
not impatient for a Second Front 

But, as this writer has pointed 
out repeatedly in recent weeks, we 
must assume that our leaders can 
see. no less clearly than we do 
ourselves. how urgent is the 
Soviet need and how exceptional 
the opportunity to meet it. 

I say we “must” believe this 
because to believe anything else 
is to suspect the Government not 
ly of incompetence. but of 
treachery to Freedom's cause 

Churchill and Roosevelt are not 
capable of such infamy. We may 
differ from them in politics and 
we may question their judgment, 
but we cannot doubt that. more 
than anything else, they are out 
for total victory

ECENT extracts from the 

R German Press, freely 

quoted in this country, 

give the impression—and may 

well be intended to give the im- 

pression—that British air attacks 

are causing the Nazi Government 
grave concern. 

But it is very dangerous to build 
too much upon anything the 
Germans say, They are no less 
clever in pretending anxieties 
they do not feel than in boasting 
of victories they have not won. 

If Goebbels could succeed 
through his tame radio and tame 
Press in persuading us that the 
Third Reich is in a bad way; that 
in Russia the Nazis “are faced 
with the devil himself”; that 
there is bitter discontent among 
Germany’s allies; and that, in 
brief, the whole Hitlerite régime 
is near to “cracking,” he wouid 
certainly do more damage to the 
Allied war effort than the Luft- 
waffe could do in many nights of 
reprisals. 

It is far wiser for us to be deaf 
to the wails that come out of Ger- 
For the enemy is still im- 


many 
mensely powerful. It would not 
be safe to trust him even if he 


shammed dead, and it would be 
madness to slack off while he is 
so obviously and certainly full of 


fight. * 
N this connection, the one
